The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record teaches the game selection based on the player's game play history, however 
fails to teach or suggest "the game selector is arranged to select the subset of the 
plurality of games based on the player's past history of playing any of the plurality of 
games and a history of any of the plurality of games played by other players" either 
explicitly or in combination with any prior art of record. Applicant's argument filed on 
5/16/1 1 is found to be persuasive.
